TOKYO, Tuesday, June 29 {¡F)—A 
Violent earthquake and fire wiped 
out 70 per cent of the W estern 
Honshu city of Pukui and levelled 
surrounding towns, a United States 
military' government team reported 
today. 
The team said the rem aining part 
of the city—which was nearly de­ 
stroyed b y American Superfortress 
raids in July, 1945 — was “partly 
dam aged” b y the trem ors late Mon­ 
day 
There 
were 
plenty 
of 
rough 
guesses, b ut no reliab le casualty 
figures were availab le b efore noon 
today. 
All indications were tha t 
the toll would b e heavy. 
The earthquake, its heaviest tre ­ 
m or lasting a m inute, jolted a 
20 
b y 10 miles area 200 miles west of 
Tokyo along the coast of the Sea 
of Japan. The earth shocks b egan 
a t 5:14 p. m., Japanese Daylight 
Tim e (2:14 a. m., Monday, EST) 
and continued interm ittently nearly 
12 hours. 
The M aizuru m ilitary government 
team said all United States m ilitary 
installations a t Pukui, ex cept four 
houses for dependents, were de­ 
stroyed in the fire which followed 
the ’quake. 
In Pukui the first shock was fol­ 
lowed immediately b y fire which

/ 17,000 b uildings still standing. Am­ 
erican and Japanese reports from 
the scene said only the City Hall, 
telephone ex change and prefectural 
givernm ent offices rem ained rela­ 
tively undamaged.

Russians Say Rail 
Blockade Of Berlin

BERLIN, Tuesday, June 29 {ZP)— 
The Rusians lifted their ban on 
interzonal travel by Germans early 
today but announced that rail traf­ 
fic to blockaded Berlin could not 
be resumed “for some time.”

Urine 
and blo o d tests were made o n ev ery 
o ne av ailable—th e sick and th e 
h ealth y . It was su rprising h o w many 
cases were imco v ered in indiv iduals 
wh o h ad no idea th at th e disease 
was present. If th is were do ne all 
o v er th e United States, an increase 
in th e to tal nu mber imdo ubtedly 
wo uld be no ted. 


It h as been estimated th at 2.9 
per cent o f o u r po pulatio n are 
po tential diabetics—candidates wh o 
can ex pect to dev elo p th e malady 
at so me time du ring th eir liv es. 
As it is, 6 5,000 new cases o ccur 
annually . Th e United States h as 
o ne o f th e h igh est death rates fro m 
diabetes in th e wo rld. Th is is no t 
due to neglect; we h av e mo re v ic­ 
tims as well as better facilities fo r 
making th e diagno sis. Fu rth ermo re, 
since th e disco v ery o f insu lin,'su ch 
patients liv e lo nger. Statistics fro m 
th e Baker clinic in Bo sto n sh o w 
th at between 1897 and 19 14 th e 
mo rtality amo ng ten y ear o ld su f­ 
ferers was 824 per 1,000 cases. Th is 
means th at few y o ungsters surv iv ed 
th e o rdeal. Between 19 29 and 19 38, 
th e death rate dro pped to 8.1 per 
1,000 and diabetics are no w said to 
liv e th ree times lo nger th an befo re. 
Such data are imdeniable pro o f o f 
th e impo rtance o f insulin. 
As a rule, diabetes is mo re serio us 
in ch ildren th an adu lts h ence y o ung 
perso ns h av e a greater need fo r th is 
pro duct. Wh en th e ailment appears 
late in life, less is usually demand­ 
ed; so me ev en do well o n diet alo ne. 
Bu t, regardless o f age, each v ictim 
is an indiv idual pro blem. One may 
require 8 u nits o f insu lin; ano th er, 
80. Th e same can be said o f th e 
ex act pro po rtio n o f carbo h y drates, 
fats, and pro teins in th e menus. 


After th e malady is diagno sed, th e 
first step is to bring it u nder co n­ 
tro l. In calculating th e diet and th e 
do se o f insulin, th e weigh t o f th e 
patient and th e sev erity o f th e dis­ 
ease are taken into co nsideratio n. 
Once started, ch anges are made 
u ntil th e u rine beco mes su gar-free 
and th e amo u nt o f gly co gen in th e 
blo o d at a respectable lev el. It is 
no t unasu al, after th is stage is 
reach ed, to find th at less insulin is 
needed. Th e meals to o can o ften be 
made mo re pleasant; in th is way 
th e sufferer is h appier and mo re 
co o perativ e. 
Th e best results are o btained 
wh en th e diabetic spends th e first 
two weeks o f h is illness in a h o s­ 
pital. Th e u rine can be analy zed 
sev eral times daily and bro u gh t 
u nder co ntro l mo re rapidly . 
In 
additio n, th e patient h as an o ppo r­ 
tu nity to Jeam all h e sh o uld kno w 
abo ut h is disease. By th e time h e 
leav es, h e can do h is o wn labo rato ry 
wo rk, figure th e diet, and giv e h im­ 
self injectio ns. 
He is no w self- 
sufficient, u nderstands wh at to do 
in an emergency , and appreciates 
th e impo rtance o f details.

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Ruling on Labor Act 
Chute Common Sense One 
The ruling of the Supreme Court of the United 
States th a t the Taft-H artley Act’s ban on political 
expenditures and contributions by a union does not 
bar editorial indorsem ent of a political candidate for 
federal office is In accord with logic and common 
sense. 
The section in dispute am ends the federal Corrupt 
Practices Act by applying to unions the same restric­ 
tions th a t is imposed on corporations. 
To give it 
the broad application th a t the government attem pted 
was untenable. 
Basis for the suit was a statem ent by CIO Presi­ 
dent Philip M urray in the union’s official organ In­ 
dorsing a candidate for Congress in Maryland. 
The 
statem ent was designedly made to provide a Judicial 
test. 
The Departm ent of Justice promptly obliged by 
having the union and Murray indicted. 
W hat the 
union sought was a finding th a t the prohibition on 
political contributions and expenditures was uncon­ 
stitutional as applied to organtoed labor. 
This it 
failed to get. 
Havirg decided th a t Congress did not intend the 
extreme construction indicated by the government, 
the court m ajority refused to pass on the constitu­ 
tional issue. 
This conforms to Judicial precedent to 
go no further in the adjudication of a statute than 
is required by the circumstances involved. 
Yet to 
this stand the liberal minority—Justices R u tled g e, 
Black, Murphy and Douglas—th a t has a t times been 
most vocal in support of the precedent, dissented. 
It wanted the section invalidated. 
Though incurring in the dismissal of the indict­ 
m ent, Justice Frankfurter put his finger on the flaw 
in the case in Pts reference to the haste of the D epart­ 
m ent of Justice and the union to get an adjudication. 
Their action, he said indicated th a t “at least unwit­ 
tingly one was the ally of the other in bringing before 
the court far-reaching questions of constitutionality 
under circumstances which all the best teachings of 
this court admonished us not to entertain.” 
This adroitly expressed rebuke of the principals is 
a lesson to be heeded, especially by the Departm ent 
of Justice, in further litigation over the act.

It would be a course of recklessness to bet th a t 
the Democratic Party, which often in the past has 
provided the most colorful conventions, will not pro­ 
vide plenty of fireworks in Philadelphia.

Controlling Diabetes 
No one knows exactly how many 
diabetics there are in this country. 
The estimates of different authori­ 
ties and organizations vary from 
500,000 to one million. Much de­ 
pends upon the 
methods used in 
calculation. Those 
who are attempt- 
' ing to show how 
high the rate la 
are more likely to 
make liberal ad­ 
justments in their 
totals, whereas the 
s opposite 
is true 
’ * M among the con- 
Dr. Van Delton sedatives. At any 
rate, the true figure probably lies 
somewhere between the two ex­ 
tremes. 
It Is a fact that there are many 
diabetics who are not aware at this 
time that they have the condition. 
A recent survey In a small eastern 
town demonstrated this point. Urine 
and blood tests were made on every 
one available—the sick and the 
healthy. It was surprising how many 
cases were uncovered in individuals 
who had no idea that the disease 
was present. If this were done all 
over the United States, an Increase 
in the total number undoubtedly 
would be noted. 


It has been estimated that 29 
per cent of our population are 
potential diabetics—candidates who 
can expect to develop the malady 
at some time during their lives. 
As it is, 55,000 new cases occur 
annually. The United States has 
one of the highest death rates from 
diabetes in the world. This is not 
due to neglect: we have more vic­ 
tims as well as better facilities for 
making the diagnosis. Furthermore, 
since the discovery of insulin, such 
patients live longer. Statistics from 
the Baker clinic in Boston show 
that between 1897 and 1914 the 
mortality among ten year old suf­ 
ferers was 824 per 1,000 cases. This 
means that few youngsters survived 
the ordeal Between 1929 and 1938, 
the death rate dropped to 8.1 per 
1,000 and diabetics are now said to 
live three times longer than before. 
Such data are undeniable proof of 
the importance of insulin. 
As a rule, diabetes is more serious 
in children than adults hence young 
persons have a greater need for this 
product. When the ailment appears 
late in life, less is usually demand­ 
ed: some even do well on diet alone. 
But. regardless of age, each victim 
is an individual problem. One may 
require 8 units of insulin; another, 
80. The same can be said of the 
exact proportion of carbohydrates, 
fats, and proteins in the menus. 


After the malady is diagnosed, the 
first step is to bring it under con­ 
trol. In calculating the diet and the 
dose of insulin, the weight of the 
patient and the severity of the dis­ 
ease are taken into consideration. 
Once started, changes are made 
until the urine becomes sugar-free 
and the amount of glycogen in the 
blood at a respectable level. It is 
not unusual, after this stage is 
reached, to find that less insulin Is 
needed. The meals too am often be 
made more pleasant; in this way 
the sufferer is happier and more 
cooperative. 
The best results are obtained 
when the diabetic spends the first 
two weeks of his illness in rn hos­ 
pital. The urine can be analyzed 
several times daily and brought 
under control more rapidly* 
In 
addition, the patient has an oppor­ 
tunity to learn all he should know 
about his disease. By the time he 
leaves, he can do his own laboratory 
work, figure the diet, and give him­ 
self injections. 
He is now self- 
sufficient. understands what to do 
in an emergency, and appreciates 
the importance of details.

A. K. writes: I have had two 
painful attacks of pancreatitis and 
would like to know something about 
this disorder. 
Reply 
The cause cannot always be found 
but in many cases, bacteria and 
digestive ferments find their way 
Into the organ and set up irritation. 
The prevention of subsequent at­ 
tacks is often difficult unless a 
definite cause can be found which 
can be corrected via surgery. 


Inflamed Gland 
M. M. writes: Would you say that 
a hordeolum of the upper lid is 
caused by a lack of vitamin or eye­ 
strain? 
Reply 
This is a fancy word for sty. 
Eyestrain is more likely to be re­ 
sponsible altho the lesions are prone 
to develop in persons who are in 
a poor state of health.

WASHINGTON, June 28—If, aa 
so many observers are predicting. 
Governor 
Dewey 
and 
Governor 
Warren 
respectively 
are 
elected 
president and vice president, it 
means the end of an epoch in 
American politics—the end of a 
standpat and reactionary conserva­ 
tism as the dominating influence of 
the Republican party. 
It rmmnrn, moreover, the inaugura­ 
tion of a Republican “New Deal” on 
January 20, 1949. 
It will not resemble the Roose­ 
velt “New Deal” which, despite its 
veneer of liberalism and worth-while 
achievements in the field of social 
legislation, nevertheless was no bet­ 
ter in Its political morals than its 
pi oler asori lining public funds to 
favor certain groups and special 
interests and thus win elections. 
That whole sordid story is now be­ 
ing revealed piecemeal In various 
articles by former cabinet 
members of the Roosevelt regime. 
New Deal With Efficiency 
Insteed it will be a “New Deal” 
of liberalism with efficiency and 
integrity that Dewey will Introduce 
—It might be called the “Square 
Deal” if It is sloganized at all. It 
will resemble mostly the progressiv- 
lsm of Theodore Roosevelt days 
which Jolted the standpat conserva­ 
tism of the Republican Party Just 
40 years ago. 
Businessmen as a whole have 
undergone a transformation since 
then and most of them today will 
welcome a fair and intelligent con­ 
servatism suited to the times— 
though, to be sure, a powerful group 
of businessmen of the ultraconserva­ 
tive school will certainly be found 
criticizing the Dewey administra­ 
tion bitterly one year after it takes 
office. 
For the Republican Party has by 
no means finished its evolution. The 
struggle for mastery inside the party 
wUl go on as always. It will mani­ 
fest Itself on labor relations, taxa­ 
tion and foreign policy issues in­ 
volving funds for European aid. 
The weakness of the ultra conserva­ 
tives has been their slavish devo­ 
tion to political ideas that have 
become obsolete at a time when the 
phrase “public interest” must be 
applied to a nation of big popula­ 
tion affected directly in its welfare 
and standards of living by big busi­ 
ness and big unionism, both of 
which sometimes overreach them­ 


selves in the exercise of econcmle 
power. 
Mtnliwum et Entanglements 
Dewey owes this nomination in 
part to the confusion and disagree­ 
ments among the conservatives at 
the convention. He was not averse 
to wooing some of them In the larger 
states, thus splitting their ranks 
still more. But, broadly speaking, 
Dewey came out of the contest with 
a minimum of entanglements. 
While it looked like an easy vic­ 
tory, actually the New York governor 
was in danger of defeat by a coali­ 
tion. Fortunately for him the con­ 
servative group which could only 
have Mocked him by rallying around 
Vandenberg—because be was plainly 
the oily man to whom the Dewey 
faces would have capitulated in a 
deadlock — didnt like Vandenberg. 
The Michigan senator really lost 
the nomination in the last two 
weeks after he antagonized House 
Republicans and conservatives. He 
courageously fought 
them, thus 
compelling the House to restore the 
“meat-axe” cuts it had made in 
th? European Recovery Program. 
The situation was further compli­ 
cated by the inability of Taft or 
Stassen to see that neither could 
win. The rise of a Vandenberg band­ 
wagon through the early acquisition 
of Taft and Stassen votes would 
have scared away the very votes for 
Dewey that brought him his extra 
support on the second ballot. 
Dewey Efficient, Web Trained 
Governor Dewey is efficient and 
sufficiently trained in politics to 
avoid the excessive seal that con­ 
verts leadership into dictatorship— 
though his critics fear that Is his 
tendency. Men like Senator Taft 
and Representatives Halleck and 
Taber are independent-minded per­ 
sons who do not like to take orders, 
so they will have to be handled with 
care by Dewey. A battle to inevitable 
on certain issues, because conserva­ 
tives never have accepted progres­ 
sive doctrine without a battle. 
Governor Dewey to free to become 
a Theodore Roosevelt or a Franklin 
Roosevelt in his relations with his 
party in Congress. He doesn’t re­ 
semble either man in personality or 
behavior, but he will adopt some­ 
thing of the tactics that each dis­ 
played in exercising leadership by 
influencing public opinion and thus 
dominating Congress.

My dear daughter, 
Last week I attended the Repub­ 
lican National Convention. And I 
could not help but wonder as I 
watched the parades and the en­ 
thusiasm and the milling delegates 
whether they realized that what 
they did at Philadelphia might af­ 
fect the lives of your son and mil­ 
lions of other youngsters almost as 
much as the Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence 
which 
other delegates 
signed in the same city 31 blocks 
away a century and a half ago. 
It was quite a respectable con­ 
vention—no excessive drinking, no 
under-the-table deals that I could 
discover except on patronage; not 
even any rebel yells or that pas-* 
sionate frenzy that makes demo­ 
cratic conventions more exciting. 
The pillars of home-town respect­ 
ability were there, uninspiring per­ 
haps, but determined. 


They nominated two good men 
■■ among the best in the coun­ 
try. Furthermore they nomin­ 
ated them in free and open 
competition, the healthiest thing 
about the Republican race and 
the exact opposite of the dog- 
in-manger attitude of certain 
Democratic presidents. 


Unlike the Democrats, the Re­ 
publicans h a v e developed some 
tough, hard-working leaders, and 
their convention benefited from it. 
Polities Forgets Atomic Energy 
Of course the lady who runs our 
house was disappointed that her 
candidate. 
Senator 
Taft, 
wasn’t 
nominated. And I have to agree 
with her that Bob Taft will go 
down in history for his spunk and 
courage and honesty. 
But I think Taft forgets one great 
thing—the thing, incidentally, that 
was missed by nearly all the speak­ 
ers and delegates at this conven­ 
tion—namely that we are living in 
an atomic age—an age that moves 
so fast we dare not take one false 
step f a fear we get left behind. 
That was what so many speakers 
seemed to forget at this convention. 


Squeesed almost off the front 
pages by the political news was 
alarming word from Bolin that 
the Russians once again were 
trying to posh us oat of Berlin. 
Almost squeesed off the front 
pages also was news that Presi­ 
dent Truman had signed the 
peacetime draft — probably the 
most momentous legislation in 
recent history. 


In other words we face the pros­ 
pect of war again within our gen­ 
eration. We face the prospect that 
that son of yours, and thousands of 
other sons, may have to march off 
to another war. 
This was the most important 
thing the Republicans overlooked. 
Isolationists Bore From Within 
They overlooked it partly because 
they couldn’t afford to face it, 
partly because they were so busy 
fighting a re&r-guard action against 
the isolationists within their own 
ranks—the leaders who still think 
The UBA. can remain aloof from 
the wald. Your cousin Bertie Mc­ 
Cormick put up the chief fight on 
this point. That was the reason he 
walked out of the convention at 
the end rather than vote for Dewey 
—also why lie refused to let tile 
Illinois Delegation, over which he 
remained supreme, support anyone 
but Taft. 


Ta the bitter end. Cousin 
Beltie and his Chicago Tribune 
remained aloof and alone—the 
way they woald like to have the 
United States. 


That to one issfte the Democratic 
Party hasn t had to worry about. 


and to one reason their leadership 
on foreign affairs has been much 
more farsighted. 
Though the Republicans at Phila­ 
delphia finally defeated the isola­ 
tionists, they dared not move for­ 
ward. Instead they looked back­ 
ward. Most of the speakers spent 
their time lambasting their favorite 
whipping boys, Roosevelt and the 
New Deal. 
Dangerous Now Deal 
One would have thought, from 
hearing their orations, that no other 
problem existed in the world, no 
Russian squeeze in Berlin, no race 
to develop atomic energy, no danger 
of bomb raids over the North Pole 
—only the deadly danger of the 
New Deal. 
GOP orators talked as if they 
actually and seriously thought the 
American people would stand for 
the repeal of the Securities and 
Exchange Commission, the Wage- 
Hour Act, the AAA Farm Act, soil 
erosion, the Holding Corporation 
Act, the Social Security Act, old 
age pensions, rural electrification, or 
the Tennessee Valley Authority. 


They talked as if they didn’t 
realise that the man whom they 
nominated to head their ticket 
had adopted many of these 
“revolutionary” measures in his 
own state of New York; or as 
if they did not know their vice­ 
presidential 
candidate 
had 
adopted many of these same 
ideas in California. 


What they honestly didn’t seem 
to realize is that most of the New 
Deal to too firmly a part of America 
ever to be given up; that what the 
American people want to forward 
leadership not backward regrets, 
m the humble opinion of your 


Dad. what the American people are 
really looking for to security—of two 
kinds. The security they want from 
war abroad is obvious, though dif­ 
ficult to get. The security they 
want at home is easier—if the new 
leaders of the Republican party 
really lead. 
That domestic security consists of 
freedom from inflation, freedom to 
earn a living wage, freedom to send 
their children to good schools, free­ 
dom from want in old age. 
And that security will not be 
obtained if people in the tower 
brackets are not able to buy. or if 
the recent GOP plan to forgive- 
the-rich on taxes to continued, or 
if the real-estate lobby throttles 
public housing, or if our long 
cherished public-school system plays 
second fiddle to tax saving. 
Those are some of the things 
which Republican orators, so busy 
whipping the New Deal, neglected 
at Philadelphia. 


I am reasonably spre that 
broad-gnaged leaders such as 
Dewey and Warren will not 
neglect them. Bat their great­ 
est handicap may be the dead 
weight of the reactionaries in­ 
side the Republican party. 


That was the most important fact 
that stood out at Philadelphia, and 
that to what the American people 
will have to watch when they go 
to the polls next November.

And another dis­ 
grace is the agreement by which 
the convention is prolonged and 
dragged out to make it last long 
enough to satisfy the merchants 
and hotel keepers who put up nome 
money to bring tile allow to their 
town.

Smell Of Munich Or 
Risk Of War?

XCITEMENT over the strange 
quadrennial rites of the politi­ 
cal conventions has tended to 
obscure one grim fact. That is 
that within ten to twenty days the 
United States (and England and 
France) may have to take the most 
Crucial decision since the war. The 
Soviet blockade on food and sup­ 
plies for Berlin may soon be lifted. 
But if it to not, the Berlin popu­ 
lation will .begin to starve in less 
than three weeks. And the Western 
powers win then have to decide 
whether to leave Berlin or to find 
some way to face the Soviets to re­ 
open the supply lines. 
Moreover, even if, as has been 
reported, the Russians soon lift or 
modify their blockade of the west­ 
ern sectors of Berlin, the cat-and- 
mouse game which the Russians 
have started will not be played out, 
f a the Soviets are clearly deter­ 
mined to force the Western powers 
out of the German capital. And 
short of shooting, blockade is the 
only Soviet weapon to achieve that 
end. 


It to interesting that even now, 
although lights are burning late in 
the State Department and in the 
British and French Foreign Offices, 
'no final decision on the Western 
reaction to a continued blockade 
has been taken. It has not been 
taken simply because it is hoped 
almost desperately that it will never 
hare to be taken. 
This hope springs from the fact 
• that the Soviet weapon — blockade 
and the starving of the German 
population in Berlin—has one grave 
and evident weakness. The Rus­ 
sians are now using every means 
at their disposal, including the most 
overt appeals to German national­ 
ism. to win the German people to 
their side in the struggle to gain 
control of all Germany. And starv­ 
ing people are not usually warmly 
inclined to those responsible for 
their starvation. 
Therefore, it to the short-range 
intention of the Western powers to 
exploit..this Soviet weakness to the 
utmost, if the Soviets continue their 
blockade. Trucks and railway cars 
will be filled with food and supplies 
for the hungry Germans of Berlin, 
and drawn up at the borders of 
the Soviet and Western zones, a 
few hours out of Berlin. 
Every 
medium of Information, Including 
the radio and the Western-licensed 
Berlin press, will be used to make 
it known to the Berliners that these 
supplies are available if the Rus­ 
sians will let the trucks and trains 
through. 


Thus, if the Berliners are to 
starve, they will at least know who 
to responsible f a their starvation. 
It is hoped and believed that for 
political reasons the Soviets cannot 
affad to accept this responsibility. 
Yet it is certainly possible that the 
strategists in the Kremlin, either 
now or later, may decide that the 
prize of * Western evacuation of 
Berlin is worth the price of the 
hatred of some millions of impotent 
Germans. What then? 
That question was clearly para­ 
mount some weeks ago when one 
of these correspondents predicted 
from Berlin the blockade which the 
Soviets have now instituted. The 
final answer to the question does 
not depend on General Lucius Clay, 


a1 Park? Why pick a hot spot? Is 
it to keep the delegates from think­ 
ing of anything but the weatlter?

Since it to a matter involving peace 
or war, it depends rather on de­ 
cisions made in Washington, lo n ­ 
don and Paris, decisions that have 
not yet been taken. Yet in Berlin 
the question has been a subject of 
anxious discussion at all levels of 
the Western command, and the al­ 
ternative Western responses to a 
continued Soviet blockade have f a 
weeks been grimly obvious. 
The Western powers can leave 
Berlin, having first announced that 
they are leaving only to save the 
German population from the starv­ 
ation with which Russian actions 
have threatened them. The Soviet 
Union could then be forced out of 
the United Nations f a flagrant 
breach of treaties, and the whole 
Soviet sphere isolated from the rest 
of the wold while a constant vigi­ 
lant guard is posted around it. Cer­ 
tain subsidiary measures could be 
taken: for example, there has been 
discussion of the possibility of flying 
out to the safety of the Western 
zones* the several thousand Berlin 
Germans who have most courage­ 
ously fought the Communists. 


Yet there is no use blinking the 
fact that a Western evacuation of 
Berlin, even under .these circum­ 
stances. would have a strong smell 
of Munich. The alternative is some­ 
how to force the Soviets to re-open 
the supply lines into Berlin. No 
one, either in Berlin or Washing­ 
ton, is certain just how thto could 
be done. How force the Russians, 
f a example, to repair a railway 
bridge which they have allowed to 
break down? As one official put it: 
“You can’t repair a railway with 
tommy-gunners and tanks ” And 
whatever technique is used to force 
the re-opening of the supply lines, 
the risk of war is always implicit, 
however small the risk may be. 
Election year or no election year, 
and whether or not the Soviets now 
temporarily ease the blockade, the 
Western response to Soviet pressure 
in Berlin is clearly a subject which

Union Dedared . 
. Winner Of Third 


The 
CeUnese 
Corporation 
of 
America has been declared winner 
in two of three cases of grievances 
at the plant, and Local 1874. Tex­ 
tile Workers Union of America, win­ 
ner of the third. 
The decisions were reported by 
kidney A. Wolff. New York, arbi­ 
trator. following hearings. 
Wolff upheld the grievance of 
Arthur Stratton who had been sus­ 
pended for two days JTor alleged 
“horse play” October SO, 1847. Strat­ 
ton is ordered reimbursed for the 
tw^ days' pay deducted by the com­ 
pany. 
The grievance of Melvin Harris, 
who received a five-day suspension 
for sleeping in the Textile Engineer­ 
ing Department, has been disal­ 
lowed. The company has also been 
upheld concerning the operation of 
a labeling machine by staff workers. 


Gets Benefit of Doubt 


•‘While horse play was being car­ 
ried on in violation of company 
rules. I am satisfied that this em­ 
ploye (Stratton) was not the real 
culprit, although he probably had a 
hand in the ‘fun*,** Wolff wrote. 
The opinion points out that 
Stratton, an employe of eight years* 
service, had not been involved in 
previous disciplinary action. Strat­ 
ton's co-worker who accepted dis­ 
ciplinary action without objection 
testified in behalf of Stratton and 
the latter Is given the •‘benefit of 
the doubt." 
Wolff adds: 
“Experience has shown that a 
large number of industrial accidents 
find their source in horse play, and 
I am certain there is no need for me 
to discuss in detail that such con­ 
duct has no place in this company, j 
Not only is it not desired by the 
company, and the union, but the 
employes themselves do not care 
for it. A factory is not a playground 
and what may seem plain ordinary 
fun to the immature only too often 
develops into a tragic or serious 
accident. It is hoped that with this 
determination, those who are re­ 
sponsible for the horse play in this 
particular department will take heed 
and cease their activities which are 
frowned upon by all who are truly 
ii terested in the health of the 
employes." 


Found Asleep On Job 


Concerning the Harris case. Wolff 
wrote: “I am satisfied that Mr. 
Harris was found asleep on the Job 
by his supervisor." 
"If, as this employe now contends, 
he was suffering from a headache 
and had merely closed his eyes for 
a moment, it is indeed peculiar that 
immediately after the event, he 
made no attempt to explain this to 
his supervisor. 
It Is equally sur­ 
prising that when confronted with 
the charge that he was asleep, he 
made the statement that he did 
not know whether he was sleeping 
or not. 
With all this as a back­ 
ground, the position in which he 
admittedly was found, and the loca­ 
tion of the place selected by him for 
a 
violation 
of 
company 
rules, 
coupled with his demeanor on the 
witness stand before me, impel the 
conclusion that no ‘injustice has 
been dealt* Mr. Harris within the 
meaning of paragraph six of the 
collective 
bargaining agreement," 
Wolff wrote. 
In the third case the union ob-, 
jected to the use of staff members 
in the operation of a labeling 
machine. 
The opinion points out 
that originally hourly-paid workers* 
known as case markers prepared 
and affixed labels by hand with a 
stencil pencil and that it was con­ 
sidered a “preferred job" with an 
hourly rate two cents higher. 
In January of this year the new 
system was started and labels were 


prepared by a “typist** on the ma­ 
chine. 
The union does not object 
to the use of the machine. 


Only One Question 
The hourly workers formerly en­ 
gaged in the operation were given 
other duties at a lower rate in the 


Twisting Examination Department 
The “typists" are commercial high 
school graduates and were taken 
from the stenographic pool, Wolff 
states. 
Hourly workers continue all other 
operations except the actual prep­ 


aration of the label. 
The arbitra­ 
tor notes that the contract at the 
plant excepts typists from the agree­ 
ment and says the only question to 
be determined is whether the label 
machine operators fall in the typist 
category. 


From the evidence submitted, it 
is clear that this labeling machine 
has a keyboard requiring an opera­ 
tion similar to that involved in the 
use of a typewriter and its operator 
falls within the category of typ­ 
ist'." Wolff ruled in disallowing

Rubber Workers Vote 
On Proposal Saturday 


An agreem ent was reached for a 
11 cent hourly wage increase for 
plant employes yesterday, by the 
Kelly-Springfield Tire Company and 
the negotiating committee of Rub­ 
ber W orkers Local No. 26, effective 
June 28, according to company and 
union spokesmen. 
T he negotiating committee, head­ 
ed by Ralph C. Beard, agreed to 
take the 11 cent offer of the com­ 
pany to the next regular meeting of 
Local 26, URCLPW of A, Saturday 
night for ratification or rejection. 
It was noted tha t this is the first i 
tim e in the history of collective 
bargaining a t the Kelly plant tha t 
an agreem ent on wages had been 
reached bv company spokesmen and 
negotiators before the expiration 
date of a contract. The present con­ 
trac t expires July 1. 
In a statem ent issued for the
